Red, 


1. Bob Bannerman asked me to recontact you prior to 
returning the "Jack" to the main entrance area of Head- 
quarters, saying that there were people who did not like 
it whose views should be respected, and suggesting that 
contemporary art in places of prominence might not be 
appropriate, etc. . 


2. I and the Fine Arts Commission hope you will 
authorize returning it to its former position in the main 
entrance. In making this strong plea I would like to point 
out that I believe we. are dealing here with two points 
bearing on vital interests of the Agency additional to our 
interest in providing pleasant and stimulating environments 
for our staff. é 


a. The Agency's public image. I believe an 
orficial awareness of contemporary art contributes 
to improving our battered public image, and is 
particularly influential among groups who are 
critical of us. Visiting newsmen shown the paint- 
ings in our corridors anprove; the young editors 
wioO were received here for a press conference 
commented favorably. 


b. Some of the younger employess of the 
Agency--with whom as a group manarement has a 
"“connunications” problem which management is 
trying to deal with constructively. 


3. Certainly many people dislike contemporary art, as 
all generations have reacted against new and not fully under- 
scvood devclopments. It makes us older staff (who in our time 
accommodated to what was new) uncomfortable and anxious. We 
prefer not to have it around, and this is natural and under- 
standable. I believe, however, the older staff should tole- 
rate what is happening in the art world and even put up with 
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some personal discomfort where it serves the interest of the 
Agency. 

4, I attach a summary, together with a random dozen 
specific comments, of a survey we have just completed of 
employee opinion on FAC activities. We put a box in Corri- 
dor D soliciting views of anyone who cared to arcp a card 
in the box. Views run from strong positive to strong nega~ 
tive. The FAC is surprised that the ratio came out as 
favorable as it did for this kind of a survey. 


5. This survey adds to my assurance that we're going 
ok. May I please put the "Jack" back where. it was?
